Prof. Abusterhaus stated 
that the average Wisconsin farmer is 
more wealthy than the farmers of any 
other state because of the rise in the 
value of land. 
The farmer who be- 
gins at the present time and has to 
pay for land at present prices, must 
have stock that produces well in or- 
der to pay the high prices. 
Hence 
there is a future for well-bred dairy 
stock. 
There must he better stock 
than formerly and better feed and 
better feeding. 
\ 


In feeding there' are three Impor- 


tant points to be 
considered. One 


may (1) 
breed upon pedigree, (2) 
breed according to type, (3) accord- 
ing to offspring. 
The type should be 
good, the pedgiree good, but the most 
important test of a sire is the qua'lty 
of the offspring.. Too often dairymen 
make serious mistakes In disposing of 
the herd bull 
before his value has 
been learned from his offspring. It is 
important also that good cows should

For Amateur Gardeners. 


Truck Crop* Which Have Given Sati*- 


factory Return* In Garden* for 


School Children. 


Radishes, lettuce, beans, beets, and 
tomatoes are all comparatively easily 
grown vegetables which give satisfac- 
tory returns In the 
spring 
garden. 


The United States department of ag- 
riculture's 
specialist 
recommends 
these particularly for use in school 
gardens which are run for the bene- 
fit of the children. Not only teach- 
ers, but others desiring to raise these 
truck crops in their own home gar- 
dens may benefit from these sugges- 
tions. 
Radishes are 
hardy 
plants 
and 
thrive best during the cool weather of 
early spring and late autumn. In the 
eouth they can best be grown during 
the winter and early spring months. 
The seeds should be sown in drills, 
in rich, well prepared 
soil, placed 
about half an inch apart and buried 
;not deeper than one inch nor 
less 
'than one-half inch. When the plants 
;are showing the second net of true 
:leav«s they 
should be thinned 
to 
stand from 2 to 3 inches apart in the 
TOW.Lettuce is a hardy plant and thrives 
:best during early spring e.nd late au- 
tumn The seeds 
should be sown in 
drills in the open or in boxes in the 
window. 
If in the open, the 
seeds 


isbould be scattered 
about one-half 
'inch apart along the row, and cover- 
ed not more than one-half inch with 
earth. Firm tha earth well over the 
seeds, so as to bring the moist soil in 
contact with them. When the plants' 
jare well up, thin to six inches apart 
.in the row. If the seeds were sown 
in a. window box, hotbed, frame, or 
greenhouse, 
transplant 
the 
young 
plants to stand 2 by 2 Inches apart as 
soon as the seed leaves are well ex- 
panded, and 
when 
they 
begin 
to 
crowd transfer them to their perma- 
nent places in the open, if the weath- 
er will permit. 
In the field, they 
should stand at least six inches apart 
each way. 
Beans are tender plants. They can 
not endure frost and will not 
stand 
transplanting well. It is best to wait

25.—Dane 
county is severely scored by the state 
industrial 
commission 
for 
having 
"failed utterly to comply with the let- 
ter or spirit of the compensation act." 
The commission charges that the su- 
perintendent of the 
county's stone 
quarry, W. R. Soinmers, who is also 
county highway commissioner, threat- 
ened Isaac Edmonds, an. injured em- 
ploye at the quarry, with discharge if 
he .reported his case to the commis- 
sion for compensation. Edmonds pro- 
ceeded to report and lost bis Job 
"We are reluctant to believe that 
the superintendent would be guilty of 
official blackmail," says the commis- 
sion, discussing this feature of the 
case. "It must be said, -however, that 
Dane county, has failed utterly to com- 
ply either with the letter or 'spirit of 
the compensation act, not only in this 
case but in other cases which have' 
come before'the commission." 
The commission urges the county 
officials to comply with it in future 
saying the people of.the county obvi- 
ously do not desire to be "officially 
misrepresented in this way. 
Edmonds was injured by an explos- 


ion. 
His eye was ao badly hurt that 
at this time the effect of the injury is 
not known, but until that can be de- 
termined a temporary award is made, 
?55,66 to Edmonds, $60 for medical
